The particular Intereft of Exgland in D E PO- 
SING the French King will appear under two 
Heads. Firft, The Concern of the Crown; how 
much it does relate to Her Mayjefties Intereft ag 
Queen. And Secondly, The Concern of the People ; 
how much it will tend to the Prefervation of 
their Liberties, and the future Quiet of the 
Kingdom. And in difcuding of which, it will 
appear, that neither Europe, the Queen, or People 
ot England, can be fafe without 1t. 

The high Dignity of the Queen of England js 
mightily concern‘d in this Point : The French King 
has many Years fofter’d in his Kingdoin a Pre- 
tender to the Crown of England, gives him the 
Title of King of England,and maintains him ip 
the Court and Grandure of a Prince. He hag 
{pent his Morey, employ’d his Emiffaries, and 
exerted his Power to Dethrone the Qycen, and 
fet up the Pretender in Her Room. Now, accore 
ding to the Laws of External Fuftice, He that 
would Dep. fe our Queen, ought tobe Depofed 
Flimfelf, And till then Her Majefty is not fafe; 
fince we have io many Facubites, Memorialifts, 
‘High Flyers, and Sau@y Facks, that are ready tg 
joyn with them in that Villanous Enterprize, 

It feem’d to me a ftrange thing, that at the 
Treaty of Ry/wick a Peace thoutd be concluded, 
and one left in the Kingdom ot France beariz 
the Title of King of England, which look‘d as if 
that Treaty had been no more than the Comed 
of the Rebearjal Reviv'd, and the two Kings of 
Breutford were brought again on_the Stage.

After we have tought fo many Battles, got fo many 
Vidtories, apd that at the Expence of fo Blood and 
Treafure, we muft conclude a Peace upon the moft Honow- 
table Terms, and that in regard to / guity and True Merit. 

I fay wpon Honourable Terms to our felves as well as 
to other Feo le: *Tis Common (and we have feen much 
of it in our Days) for all the Honour and Glory, all the 
Suceefs and Condué in Battle to be attributed to the 
Commander in Chief, and they to have all the Reward : 
Bur I hope we may with Modeity (and if it be poffible in 
this Age of Self Conceit to write a Line without Of- 
fence) fay, that never General yet did Fight, Win a Battle, 
and Conquer of himfelf.

Tis a very dangerous thing to Canton out the Land of 
England to eee Men 3 but ’tis of great Importance to 
give ’em the Poffeifions of the Difturber of Europe's Peace;

Bea#-Skin, but I would defire a Partage of that Empire as 
a Reward for our Brave Soldiers.
